C hicago, Nov. 2.—The line of evidence 
laid out by the State for presentation was 
a continuation of that of the previous day. 
The furniture was to be followed from 
Revell’s store and it was to be shown that 
“J. B. Simonds” had brought it to the 
Carlson cottage. 
The first witness called was Martin Mc- 
Hale, the carpet layer for A. H. Revell & 
Co. 
McHale is an intelligent young Irish­ 
man. 
His story to tho jury was that ho 
laid a carpet on the floor of the front room 
of the top flat of 117 Clark street Feb. 20 
or 22 of this year. 
On reaching the front 
room he saw a man. To this man he asked 
if this was where the carpet was to be 
laid. 
The man said yes, and witness 
spread the carpet on tho floor. 
He found 
it was too short and so told the man. 
The man said it would not make any 
difference for the short time for which he 
proposed to use the room. 
Witness told 
the man that he could get enough carpet 
to cover the floor without extra cost, and 
the man replied that if this were so he 
would be willing to have it covered. 
W it­ 
ness sent the man who brought the carpel 
from the store back for some more carpet. 
Between these times the strange man went 
out. 
‘Would you know the carpet if you saw 
it!"” asked Mr. Ingham, who was examining 
for the State. 
Yes, I would.” 
Look at that piece of carpet and see if 
it is the same,” said Mr. Ingham, banding 
to the witness a strip of common red and 
green carpet. 
McHale took the strip of carpet,(inspect­ 
ed it closely, and then said: 
‘‘This is the 
same pattern as the one I laid in the 
room. ’ ’ 
There was a stretching of necks and a 
bulging of eyes on the part of the audi­ 
ence and the jury to get a glimpse of what 
was thought at first, to be another ‘‘ghast­ 
ly relic.” 
But it was only a strip of car­ 
pet which was left over from that carpet 
which witness laid in the room at the 
Clark street flat. 
‘‘Howdid you lay that carpet?” con­ 
tinued Ingham. 
“ Well, I laid one end of tho carpet down 
first, and then the other end,” said the 
witness, and the audience smiled. 
“ Was tho carpet laid well or poorly?” 
“ I saw he didn’t care much, and I 
wasn’t particular.” 
“ How long was the man there?” 
“ About ten minutes.” 
“ How long were you there?” 
“ About thirty minutes.” 
“ He came back after going out?” 
“ Yes.” 
“ What did he do after you finished lay­ 
ing the carpet?” 
“He gave mo a cigar and I went away. ” 
Judge 
Wing cross-examined McHale 
after the witness described the man in tho 
room as a person of about 5 feet 7 inches 
high, dArk hair, and mustache, and other 
peculiarities much tho same as were de­ 
scribed by Mr. Hatfield and Mr. 
Throck­ 
morton. 
Fred M. Allen, RevoH's teamster, told 
the story of how he hauled the furniture 
from tho store to tho Clark street place, 
e told the list of the 
tides he took thith­ 
er, and identified the 
shipping ticket or re­ 
ceipt for the furniture 
signed by “J. B. Sim­ 
onds” with his initials 
“J. B. S.” 
“ What did the man 
say?” 
“ I asked him if this 
was where the goods 
were to go, and he 
said ‘yes, ’ to put them 
in that room. 
I put 
them in there. 
He was not thoro when we 
got there and we had to wait about ten 
minutes. 
It was between 5 and G o’clock 
in the evening, some day in last February. 
When the man came in he excused himself 
for keeping us waiting, and then went out 
again.” 
“Did he tell you whereto put tho furni­ 
ture in the room?” 
“ No; he just told us to put the furni­ 
ture in the front room, and we did so.” 
The 
blood-stained 
trunk was again 
brought into the court room, and Mr. Ing­ 
ham asked the witness how it compared 
with the trunk he hauled from the store to 
the Clark street place. 
“ It compares very favorably with it; it 
looks like tho same trunk.” 
Mr. Hatfield was recalled and identified 
the carpet as identical with that purchased 
by ‘ ‘Simonds.” 
He also identified the 
shipping ticket as that sent with the goods 
bought by “Simonds.” 
Mr. Ingham of­ 
fered in evidence the shipping receipt 
signed with “ Simonds” initials. 
Abr. 
Wing objected, and Judge McConnell sus­ 
tained the objection and excluded the re­ 
ceipt. 
John J. Neahr, shipping clerk for Revel! 
& Co., was called and explained the 
method of shipping goods from that estab­ 
lishment. 
He testified that he delivered 
the goods specified on the shipping list to 
Allen, the expressman. 
Then the history of the Carlson cottage 
was begun, when Mrs. Annie Carlson was 
called to the stand. 
Mrs. Carlson was very nervous and ex­ 
cited. 
She testified that in the month of 
March last she was living as a domestic in 
the house of Addison Ballard on Michigan 
avenue. 
On March 20 she visited her 
people-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Carlson, at 
their res donee, 1872 North Ashland ave­ 
nue. 
She described tho situation of the 
two houses on the lot. 
She called at the 
Carlson cottage at IO o’clock in the morn­ 
ing and remained there till 4 in the after­ 
noon. 
Hor husband Charles was there. 
The front house on the lot was not occu­ 
pied. 
“That day a man came to the 
house and spoke to Mr. Carlson about 
renting the cottage. 
He said he intended 
to keep house with his sister, and remained 
only a few minutes. 
He said his sister 
would not be here for a week, but he had 
some furniture which ho would send to tha 
cottage.” 
“ What else did he say ” 
“ When Mr. Carlson wrote a receipt for 
him, and asked what name should he put 
in, he gave the name of Frank Williams.” 
“ What else was said?” 
“ My husband asked him what his busi­ 
ness was and ho said he worked down 
town.” 
“ Mrs. Carlson do you see that man 
now?” 


I 
“ I do.” 
“ In tho court room?” 
“I do.” 
“ Point him out.” 
Mrs. Carlson raised her left hand and 
pointed her black-gloved fingers at Martin 
Burke. 
Burko had never taken his eyes off Mrs. 
Carlson from tho moment she took the 
stand. 
He never winced under tlJb awful 
charge implied aud almost proven in this 
identification by the timid woman on the 
witness stand. 
Her appearance on the

The court admitted them. 
Jonas Carlson was recalled and testified 
he had known P. O’Sullivan about two 
years. 
Witness identified the photograph 
pointing out the various buildings.

Frank Williams had paid him a month’s 
rent ho went over and witness saw him 
talking to O’Sullivan. 
They stood at the 
buggy shed in the alley.

Williams say he had rented the cottage. 
He did not see them separate.

saw Williams tho 4th of May.

tage was not occupied from the

Now if you only knew bow to cook a 
steak to make it good that wonld do, bat 
it always makes me sick to see a woman 
eook a steak, says an old butcher.

We called upon

ins ; he has fifteen acres. 
They peck 
four hundred to five hundred boxes per 
day; twenty acres of oranges—estimated 
at ten car loads; three acres of lemons, all 
heavily loaded. Mrs. JoaiahHart,daugh­ 
ter vt Mis. Frank Gray, of Janesville, 
whose husband died three years sgo, 
U&8 IO acres of all kinds of fruit in hear­ 
ting, joining Mr. Hart’s 40 acre tract.*2 
Fruit farms in bearing 
ara 
very 
li’gh here—from $1,000 to $2,000 pfr 
acre, acool ding to location and size of 
trees. 
We rode down Magnolia [avenue 
—it is 128 feet wide, With a row of pep­ 
per trees the whole length—seven miles 
—in the {center, while on each side are 
Eucalyptus palm, GreviUa robusta and 
Magnolia; weaving their branches over 
• nr hr&ds ss we ride down on the street 
err J, which makes it one of the grand 
avenues in this country, if n it ia the 
world. 
Prof. Twining, who use to be in Mil- 
t a college, and later had charge cf the 
tchcols in Monroe, Green county, Wis- 
c uain, is superintendent of all the 
schools in Rivet side, with a large salary, 
au l is giving [the belt of satisfaction. 
His oldest son is Resifting bim in teach­ 
ing. 
We are l o w stopping at my brother’s, 
Dr, E . S. Carr’s at Pasadena, eight 
iudes from Los Angeles. 
He has one 
of the most bcantifnl hemes in Southern 
California. 
To-day the United States senatorial 
ct mmittee visited Passadena and were 
driven in four hoise carriages over the 
city, and their route took them through 
the grounds and drives of Carmilettie, 
Dr. Carr’s home. 
VV. B. Van kirk, Frank Cheney and 
Irving Parker—all Janesville b ija —are 
bere and doing well. 
Passadena is a beautiful city, twelve 
years old with fifteen thousand inhabi­ 
tants ■ It is largely made up of educated, 
wealthy, cultured people. Its schools, 
churches, public library, opera house, 
and hotels, I think, are unsurpassed by 
Buy city of its size and age in this coun­ 
try. 
Fruit of nearly all kinds grows in 
a b u ideice. 
I picked and ate to-day a 
large nice naval orange from a tree where 
It bad hung a year eince ripening, and on 
the fame tree were orange blossoms and 
grt cd finit in all atageb of growth. 
The “ Old Mission,” founded in 1771f 
is now represented by the churoh build­ 
ing rn the center of the. rambling old 
town of Ban Gabriel, three miles from 
bere. At the es stern end btands the 
grim mission—its stone walls, heavy but 
tressy and high windows showing that 
it was intended for a defence not only 
against spiritual but human opponents. 
Its JU lint obi mss; old graveyard; the 
curious and orude ornaments all te lling 
of the olden days. 
Seventy years ago, 
hundreds of Indians were employed here 
and the old Padres owned vast herds of 
sheep and cattle, sud were the kings of 
the Pacific Slope. 
The remains of the 
old vinyards are still to be seen with the 
tuna or prickly-pear hedge which rur- 
rounded the property. The m ission 
building is in good condition, and has 
the support of the Oatholio people in the 
vicinity. 
Shrub's winery, the largest in the 
world, is two miles away. The Rose and 
Baldwin ranches are remarkable for their 
fast hordes. 
lo Mr. Baldwin’* stables 
we were shown ov^r one hundred of tie 
fast flyers. He has taken a large number 
of premiums on the raoe track in the 
east, as Mr. McKinney, of your oity, 
will remember. 
Thisji? a beautiful climate—no winter. 
Nearly all kinds of citrons and decidu­ 
ous fruits, as well as flowers, can be seen 
here on my brother’s plaoe. Gne hun­ 
dred different kinds of roses; the grand 
and stately cedar of Lebanon. 
Infect, 
nearly every country is here represented 
by a tree, vine or flower. 
Ga Tuesday, October 29 h, we expect 
to take a steamer at San Pedro for Port 
Harvard, two hundred miles, on the Pa­ 
cific ooast; then to Templeton, ban Lu­ 
is, Obspo county, to visit my brother,

The statue has been cast in Rome and will 
leave Italy for America a few months 
hence. 
Moissonier, the famous artist, 
is anx­ 
ious to cotne to this country. 
He has 
been inspired by the Wild West show and 
believes that we have here types worthy 
of his brush. 
Theodore Kamensky, a Russian sculptor 
whose work attracted much attention In 
St. 
Petersburg twenty years ago, has 
been engaged as an 
instructor bv tho 
American art school. 
It is said that a West End pawnbroker 
in London holds a portfolio of Pellegrini’s 
drawings, acquired when “Ape” was par­ 
ticularly short of money. They are offered 
for sale for ATO. 
A “Portrait of Dr. 
Tulp,” by Rem­ 
brandt, has been bought by J. W. Ells­ 
worth of Chi ago. 
It is dated 1032 and 
came from Seilliere’s collection. 
A por­ 
trait of this physician hangs in the famous 
little collection of Burgomaster Six in the 
Six residences at ^tfilterdam. 
Carl Gerhardt Of Hartford has modeled 
a statue of Boyden, eight and a half feet 
high. 
In leather apron and with sleeves 
rolled up Boyden stands by an anvil. 
His right hand contains the model of a 
locomotive, which he studies. 
The statue 
is for a public square of Newark, N. J. 
Frederick Koppel & Co. have published 
a limited number of proofs of Lucien 
Gautier’s etching of the interior of West­ 
minster abbey that was exhibited for the 
first time at the salon this rear. Its etched 
surface measures 32x22$ inches and repre­ 
sents the venerable abbey as seen from the 
organ loft looking southeast- 
The effect 
is large and impressive. 
Millet’s “ Angelus” is still furnishing 
no end of talk, some of it wise and some 
of it foolish. 
Among the foolish remarks 
is one by an “eminent continental critic” 
who says that nobody would have known 
what the picture was about if the painter 
had not named it as he did, for “the man 
and woman are no more praying than de­ 
ploring the rottenness of their potatoes.” 
In a monthly magazine of art an English 
artist remarks on the surprising difference 
that exists between English and American 
paintings shown at Paris: 
“There 
is 
scarcely in the whale show a contrast sc 
violent as that between the English and 
American sections. 
It is stronger than 
that between the English and French; 
stronger even than that between the Eng 
lish and the Spanish or Italian rooms.” 
Mme. Pommery of Rheims, who offered 
300,000 francs for “The Angelus,” with 
the view of presenting it to the State, has 
bought Millet’s “Glauenses,” now on ex 
hibition at the Paris exhibition, and will 
present it to the Louvre. 
The owner had 
refused an American offer of 400, OOC 
francs. 
Mme. Cottier has presented to the 
Louvre ten fine canvases by 
Decamps, 
Troyon, Meissonier, Delacroix, Corot and 
Scheffer. 
The international monument to Bastian 
Lepage 
has

7he statue has been made 
by M. Rodin as a labor of love and is
